The Torrance Moose lodge, for the fifth consecutive 

year, will cooperate in the nation-wide "Operation Easter 
Carlift" by placing several automobiles and drivers at the 
disposal of persons who desire transportation to church 
Sunday, according to Joseph Piatl, civic affairs chairman.

"In every community where there is a Moose lodge, 
throughout the United States, Canada and Alaska," said 
Piatt, "free transportation to the church of their choice will 
be offered to persons who, because of illness, disability or 
similar causes, would otherwise be unable to attend 
church."

Last year an estimated 5000 automobiles, driven by 
Moose members, assisted more than 10,000 persons in 
attending church.

Piatt stated that all a person need do to obtain this 
service is to call the lodge hall or FAirfax 8-3347, 8-4456, 
or 8-6746. A clearly marked "carlift" automobile will then 
call at that person's home to take them to the church of 
their choice. After the services, the same car will return 
them to their home.
